They had engaged In a lit¬ 
tle friendly game at Brown's shanty. 
Thefe was some Jl«juor. and a falling 
out. Bfown clalmk rocks were thrown 
and.be went?- to a neighbor's shanty 
for a ahot gun. Meeting Coles on the 
street Brown put a load of shot In 
his leg; going on be came upon Roy 
Morris and shot blip Hn the head. 
They were so Hose to each other that 
Morris fell upon the man who killed 
him. Ills-brains were blown out 
He lived a few hours after being 
brought to Marllntou Hospital. 
Brown claims Morris had a rock In 
Ms hand. Town Sergeant Warwick 
arrested Brown a few minute* after 
the shooting 

Brown Is about 35 years of age. He 
has been at Cass less than a year. He 
halls from North Carolina, and there 
U an unconfirmed rumor that he Is 
wanted In hb> home state for a crime 
committed there. Brown s*ys the 
trouble started on a former payday 
when he made complaint to (Officer 
Cochran that Morris and Coles were 
carrying pistols „ v 

The dead man was about *30 years 
old and married. Ills borne was In 
Bedford county. Virginia, ami Ids 
body was shipped there for burial on 
Wednesday.
